A "N Individual, in whofe brcaft the reelings of fym- 
-^-^ pathy with diftrefs are ftrong, and who thinks it 
his duty to regard arid cherifh them, prcfumes to ad-- 
drefs your Royal Highnefs, and, with all proper refpeft, 
tp requeft your attention to a fubje<5 the moft intei^eft-^ 
ing to every friend of mankind. The b^finefe which 
I am g;oing to lay before you, it is, in your jppwcr moft 
cflentially to ferve. The ^xpence^ wl^fch yoii ^re foli- 
cite<l to incur, is the fccrifice of a trifling gratifica* 

tion. 
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tion, while the fisrvke you will render, will reflefl the 
brighteft luftre on your bi^ birth. . 

It is to the cavife of Humanity trampled upon and 
outraged, in a degree that ba9 no parallel in ancient or 
modem annals, by thofe vtho deal in and who en- 
courage the Afiicm Slave Trade, tl¥it your Royal 
Highnefs is entreated to lend your powerful aid and 

fuppCMFt. 

To the nature of this nefarious trade your Royal 
Highnefs can be no ftranger. You mufl have frer 
quendy heard the dreadful particulars of it; and the 
intelligence'hss, I doubt not, diffufed the thickeft gloom 
through the fcene in which you move, enlivened, as it 
otherwife is, by ^ Aat is gay and chcarfid. The dif- 
mal tale muft have caufed in your tender bofom a chill, 
which froze as ft were Ao current of the Ibui, and 
muft baye fhinued every finer feeling, of the breaft. 

Y6u haveteen mfornied, th^t,.ih cpnfequenceof tWs 
infamous tralKc,' a' part of the continent of Africa, feve- 
rat thoufand ihiles \h extent, is made a Icene of conti- 
nued' Warfare arid blpodflied : You h^ve been informed 
of the'riutnbfers of perfons that are kidnapped by Eu- 
ibp^^'s', 'iJrfa'fe^ Af^^^ tiativ^es, at the ihftigation of 
Eyropcaris, iii 'order to be fold for flayes: You have 
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been infonned, bow the Afnc$ufi Prmces, fet to'woilt 
by bribes from, thofe who di%race the name of BritonSy 
ufe all kinds of violence and fraud to procure the num- 
ber of human beings which the flave merchants pro^ 
pofe to buy of them: You muft have heard that theft 
Princes employ perfons to inveigle their fubjeds to 
commit crimes, in order that a pretence may be af-. 
forded to condemn them fpr Slavery: You muft hsvd. 
been told that the leaft (hadow of evidence^ and the 
£untejl femblanoe of a crime, are fure to ful^ef): the 
^iccuied to this punifhment, a punifhment in many 
cafes more dreadful than death : You know, that be^ 
lides this method, thefe wicked tyrants, tempted by. 
tbe reward offered by the Engtifli merchant, ^TvaiKng 
themfeiyes of the darknrfs of night,^^ fet fire to whole 
vill^g^ and towns in thdr own domink»]s : In thefe 
conflagrations, you muft have heard, numbers of un- 
fufpeiSiii^ p^on^ IpUeraUy periflv while thofe wha> 
efcape are feized upon by the Prince and hifr train, and 
fold to flavcjjfy. Yooir Royal H^hnefs will readity^ 
imagMie, how many thoufands of infants, in cdnfe->. 
quence of the practices above recited, bemoan the want' 
of parental teoderuefs; faowmany fond parents, with* 
aching hearts, bewail the lofs of their hopeful off- 
spring: what muft be the pangs of the loving pair juft 
joined in facred wedlock, for ever feparated ; of aiFc^tio • ^ 
liate brothejTs smdfifters, forever rent from each othei^? ' 

Whoevei* 
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Whoever arc the immediate inflrumcnts of this cruelty 
and mifery, they are fet to work by Europeans. On 
Europeans then the guilt of the whole of this ini- 
quity refls ! 

Coiriiftent with the manner in which the maricet is 
liipplied) is the treatment of the commodity after it is 
brought on board. In the ufage which the living 
human cargo experiences, there is everything to (hock 
humanity and decency. I will not tire your llopl 
Highnefs by calling to your recolle6tion the manner in 
which they are ftowed and fed. In the ahftraH of the 
evidence on the Slave Trade^ before the Houfe rf Com" 
mensy printed for PhiUipSj in George-Yard^ your Royal 
Highneis may fee a drawing, which will convey an 
idea of this horrid fituation of human beings mat^ juft 
than any wliich words can exprefs. In the pailage, 
owing to the feveral inconveniences of clofc confine* 
mcnt, one-fifth of the flaves ufually <lie.* When land- 
ed in our plantations, your Royal Highnefs will re- 
member to have heard, that they are carried to market 
like cattle, and examined naked; that when they havQ 
beea fold, 'the purchafer has lus name, or that of the

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company to which he belongs, imprinted on their 
breafls by red-hot iron. They are then fent to the 
cflates of the perfon for whom they are bought. In 
the fale no regard is had to the feparation of the moft 
intimate and clofe connedtions. Parents and children, 
liun>ands and wives, are without the lead confidera^ 
tkm for ever detached from each other, fent to places 
Kmotdy diflant, and never more hear or fee any thing 
of each other. If, inthe view of their laft ferewell, 
they continue in fond careiTes longer than fuits the 
flave-driver, the fond pair, the parent and the child, 
are feparated by the lafti of the unfeeling Wretch. The 
time of feafoning, or the period in which they are con- 
fidered as being inured properly for their intended la- 
bour, groves fatal to one-third of the flaves imported. 
In moft eftates in the Englifti plantations, the plan 
adopted by the managers of thofe eftates is, to procure, 
by means of the whip, as much labour as poilible 
from the flaves, with the leaft allowance of food and 
reft. A ftrohg healthy negro' will live eight or nine 
years under this favage treatment. The greater quan- 
tity of work done by this method of wearing out the 
flaves, more than compenfates for the expence of pur- 
chafmg frefti ones. And hence, as being more gain- 
ful to the proprietor, it is without the leaft fcruple very 
generally pradifed. 

I cannot 
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I Csamot ioppoie there exifts a ftmale, po^eifing 4 
Ibeart of fenfibility, who can confider at length the cfeu 
fail of the £i£b which I have now hinted at, wkhoul 
fnany a deep fi^> witlumt many ait earned wifh, that 
the world may be fairly rid of a trafHc which involves 
in it fuch complicated viUany; without leelfi^ thd 
^peft anxiety that the guik of it may no longer be* 
long to the land of her nativity, or the coimtry of her 
conftant refidence. The friends of humanity may 
then confidently expeA, that yoiir Royal Highneis ^ill 
prdefs your&lf an open enemy to this traffic, and that 
yon will throw the we^ht of your influence in £ivoaf 
of its abolition. 

It has bem mentioned, to your Royal H^nefs's 
lieculiar honour, tliat at Berlin you were the friend of 
the poor, that your ads of beneficence were fuch ^ 
lequired exertion, and that they were oondudcd with 
judgment. I cannot once feppofe that your Royal 
H^hnefs will fuffer the hurry and buflk of the Britifh 
Court to divert your attention from^ fimilar objeSs in 
lhi$ country, wUch every perfon who has the fieefing 
of benevolfsice, and who reflects, knows, ahs! to be 
biK too DRsmefious. Your Royal i£^u;ie& is^ I sn 
confident^ too well aware tixat it is this attemaon, at^ 
tention to a£ts of beneficence, that vefle& the trtoeft 
honour upon any character, to permit this effect to take 

plac& 
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pliKe. And, I truft, that honours of tins nature, th€ 
moft exalted, awak your Royal Highnefs in this <Bf- 
tinguiOied ifland, which rqcMces in having you for an 
inhabitant. 

Your Royal Hi^meTs has moft probaisly been in^ 
formed, that, during the taft feflion of Parliament, ap- 
plication was made to the Houfe of Commons to put 
an eiid to the African Slave Trade; that the applica- 
eation was rgeded; that the Houfe fufiered itfelf fo 
fiir to be influenced by pcrfon* concerned in this ini- 
quitous commerce at to £ui£tion, for a thne at leaft, 
a trade which is founded on rapine, murder, and 
robbery. 

By this fad repulfe, the friends of htmianity were 
grievoufly caft down. They were much relieved by a 
happy thought, whidi was^ brought forwards in a form 
that made it get eafy admittance into the minds of 
perfbns feeling as they did. While they lamented tfie 
guilt under which the nation lay in confequence of this 
commerce, a fcheme was fet on foot, by which they 
might, as individuals, efcape having any (hare in it. 
In a pamphlet, entitled " An Addrefs U the People if 
•* Great-Britain^ on the utility of refraining from the 
kfe of Weft-India Sugar and Rum/' of which, feme 
time ago, thirty-five thoufand had been fold and dif-^ 
B tributed; 
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trfl>uted; it was prapofed» that as the flavery dt tht 
negroes was owing to the cultivation of Sugar, that all 
the enemies of this flavery, all thofe who wilhed its 
abolition, ihould altogether abftain from die ufe of 
that commodity, till fuch time as effedual meafures 
(hould be taken to prevent the farther importation of 
flaves, and proper methods be adopted to procure their 
freedom for thofe who are in our plantations. 

In adopting this meafure, our aim was not fomuch 
the abolition of theflave trade, as the difcharge of our 
duty. That this caufe would of kfcif be fufficient to 
produce the efFe^ in a length of time, a fucceflion of 
ages perhaps, we were ready to admit. We how* 
ever hoped, that, in the mean while, methods more 
ipeedy in their operation would be adopted to bring 
about this defireable end. Mofl of us, though not 
all, laid afide the ufe of fugar, becauCb we thought it 
was what a regard to rig^t required of us ; becaufe we 
were perfuaded that the contrary prafiice was wrong, 
morally wrong, in perfons who judged of the matter 
as we did. 

The reafoning on which we grounded our condu£l 
was briefly this : ^^ The traffic in flaves forms a feries 
of tranfa£tions, more marked by rapine^ and cruelty^ 
thaa any other which biftory records. For what pur-: 

poft 
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pofe dien 18 this trafEc carried on, which, on one hand^ 
produces fuch a fum of mifery ; and, on the other, fiich 
an accumulation of guilt? To cultivate our Weft- 
India plantations. And why are our plantations cul- 
tivated? To fuj^ly the European market with fugar. 
And why is fugar brought into the European market i 
Becaufe we buy and confume it. It is then the buyer 
and confumer who form the jSrft fpring which fets in 
adbn the feveral en^es of injuftice and oppreffion, 
which annually deftroy feveral hundred thoufands of 
't>ur fellow-creatures. Thefi; engines are more imme^ 
dtately direded by the Slave Merchant and the Weft- 
Indian purchafer, and more remotely by the confumer; 
both are parties in the crime. In this manner it is, 
that we, imthinkingly, facrifice whole crowds of human 
beings every year to a paltry gratification. When we 
confidered the matter in this light, yo\ir Royal Hig^- 
nefs will not wonder» that moft of us refohred no 
longer to be partakers of this drug, and that each in- 
dividual of us would have abftained finom it, had he 
been certain of no one peribn living following his 
example. 

' We were agreeably furprized when we found that 

this fcheme was no fooner divulged abroad, than great 

numbers moft cheerfully came into it. Never, in fo 

(horn tim^ did a practice lb novel, and which re- 

B 2 quired 
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quired a degjcee of fdf-d&mal, ipread ib rapidly; Six 
months, I befieve Imay.fay five, have not yet expired^ 
fince the public have been c^ed upon to ibiy afide the 
ufe of fugar; and yet, in the kingdom at laT^^ the 
nuiober of thofe who have complied wiiti the ptopofal 
is reckoned confiderably to exceed one hundred thoii^ 
£ind« We never concjsived that our example. would 
fd fioon have been thus generally foUowedr- Th^ pir- 
cumftance, as being the more unexpe&ed, has g^eii 
us the pioiiQ f»Lquifite pleafure. It has incited«us tp 
redouUe pur zeal in endcfavouring to bring over eveiy 
£rietH} of humanity, to a {Hadtice which his unbiased 
judgment muft approve, . which muft well; accord with 
bis beft feelii^s, and be productive of pleafingrefle6Uons. 
it is at the bead of this body of perfom, whole motives 
all muft i^rpc£l> whdfe refolution all muft applaud, and 
whofe objedt all muft appurove, that you are requeued 
to place yourfdfi — Hbody not .dii^guUhed by ^ or 
that opinion, [this, or thdt; Onmeaning; pra<^e, not 
called after then^me'of tbi^ of that leader'} but u fet 
of perfons, who would be djflinguiftYed ^8 the friends 
and advocates of humanity, who cherifti fympathy for, 
and who would fly to the afliftance of fuffering man, 
whatever' the icolour' of his. IWf^ the fiwn of his 
features, the mode of his religion, or the:Aale of Ins 
maiiners; Who beKeve that individuals ttyoy moft 
happinefs Vihcn the general puUe bdats hig^eft; who 

concdvc 
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ocmceive It to be a law of nature, that individual fell* 
dty keeps a fixed pace with the well-being of the ^- 
gliegate of the fpecies* Such is the pra£^ice, and fuch 
is the creed of the perfons, who approach your Royal 
Highnefs, to requeft you would enroll yourfelf among 
their number. 

Your Royal Highnefs is well aware, that in propor- 
tion d$ the (phere in which you move is more elevated^ 
(o taoch iht ihore ftrong are the claims which diftreCs 
has upoflii y6ur comnuferation. You are not one of 
tbofe v^ho think that it becomes not high rank to re- 
gard the cries of the opprefTed, or to lend a hand to 
'fuffining innocence. When you behold us crowd to 
feaft our eyes with .the fight of your ftate and gran- 
deur, the fjJendour which encircles your Royal Perfon 
•only charms us^ and increafes our efieem for you, be- 
caufe we have been told, and we cheerfully give credit 
to the intelligence, that it dignifies a feeling heart, a 
benevpleAt happy mind, — a mind formed to pity, and 
ever defirous to remove difirefs; difpofed to rejoice in, 
and to promote the happinefs of all. Let it be your 
Royal Higbnefs's ambition to fhine forth in the bright 
hiftre of genuine worth! May you be rich in thofe 
charms which belong to rank and fafhion, afibciai;ed 
with goodnefs and humanity! May your Royal 
Highnefs fecure to yourfelf the exquifite pleafures 

which 
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which are infeparable from this rare union ! May yoii 
blefs the world by diiplaying thi^ happy aflemblage! 
Be perfuaded then to difcontinue the ufe of a drug, 
which is the produce of cruelty and barbarity! Let 
fugar never be brou^t into your prefence ! Let it be 
profcribed your houfhold, till its conne£tion with fraud, 
robbery, and murder, be entirely broken! Engage 
on the fame fide your Royal Confbrt! He vnS, not 
be able to reiifl folidtadons directed to fo worthy an 
obje£t, and coming Stom you. Perfuade him to join 
his example to yours, and fixjm their jcrint influence 
the mod extenfive good effedis may be expeded. You 
will remind him, that the laurel of military atchieve- 
ments never appears fo graceful as on the brow where 
humanity fhinesj that the ardour and bravery of a 
warrior are moft admired, when beheld in him whofe 
breail is open to compailion, and who melts when he 
liflens to the tale of diffa-efs. 

Her Majefty, fo famed for her private and domestic 
virtues, and her piety; — ^the King, whom his fubjefts 
gladly hail as the father of his people; — ^by following 
the example of their amiable daughter-in-law, in dif- 
couraging a villainous trade, by rejeding the produce of 
it, will difplay their humility, as well as their huma • 
hity, and their other good qualities^ 

The 
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The influence of your example will then fpread itfe!£ 
throu^ the different ranks of the nobility and gentry. 
Falhion will take the fide of humanity. The mid- 
dling orders of the community, who could ftand out 
againftthe ai^uments and the examples of their equals, 
will yield to thofe of their fuperiors, and deprefTed, 
afflicted, bleeding humanity will lift up her head in 
triumph. 

It may be reaibnably expeded, that an example fet 
by a Princefs fo illuftrious will extend its influence be- 
yond the limits of the Britiih empire, pervade other 
countries, and be followed by princes, nobles, and 
people. Then will neither Britain, nor any other coun- 
try, any more fend their infernal veflels to the African 
coaft. The fliore will no longer be contaminated by 
a traffic in human blood. The fiends that carried it 
on, will be compelled to betake themfelves to lefs {avage 
occupations, and be cohfirained to forego the gratifi- 
cations they receive from hearing the bowlings of the 
captive. Our cotoured brethren will be left to enjoy 
in peace the bleflings of their native foil. The lover 
toU not be torn from his miftrefs; parents will not be 
deprived of their children; the conjugal ties will not 
be imtimely broken; rents will not be made in fa- 
milies; the face of the country will no longer be a 
fecne of war, difbiifl, and difmay; the hand of mif- 

chief 
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chief and dppreflion will no more be raifed. AH the 
Aread tSeSts of European avarice and luxuiy will at 
once difappear, and the dufky fons and daughters 
of Africa will be as fecure and undifturbed on the 
banks of the Senegal and Gambia, as are thole of 
Britain high the fireams of the Thames and the 
Severn* 

The fame of their benefaftrefs, having diffiifed it- 
&lf through the civilized world, will at length reach 
iind ears of the negroes* S(Migs will be. compofed by 
them to the honour of the amiable Frederic a; (he will 
be fung to as the Genius of Good, that chafed the 
demon of cruel and bloody opprelfion from the AfinU 
can regions. At their weddings, at births, and on 
every joyful occafion, Frederica, the guardian ahgd 
of Afnca, will be the burden of their favourite lbngs» 
The day of her birth will be cekbrated as a feftivai 
and a jubilee. 

By the order of Providenc^ which webelie\^e to be 
conduced by the Supreme Ruler withperfe<a wifdom, 
it has been the lot of your Royal Highnefe to be placed 
in the number of the great ones of Qie earth. Greater 
glory and fame will therefore attend the good you. do, 
than that which will accrue to thofe who &fl fet on
